It would seem as though the process 
of replaçhig individual generating 
plants by central station power in In- 
dustry has. been largely oomjdeted. In 
si^te of ttiei great increase . lit Indus- 
trial aotivity in Oanadia in 1933 aaoom* 
pared with 1932, the amount of coal 
made avalise for Canadian eon- 
sumption by the mines 'and from lm> 
port^ has amounted ' to 22 J miUion 
tons in the twelve months ending in 
November, as compared with 33.2 mil' 
lion tons in the pi^vicHis twâve 
months.
